DePalma Says

The owners of the 292-acte Tuckahoe Turf 
Farms in Feeding Hills have reportedly said they 
would sell the land to a development company 
associated with Ralph DePalma, under provisions 
of thé Farms Preservation Act, Chapter 671A. 


The Advertiser News \earned Wednesday morn- 
ing that. Mayor Christopher C. Johnson received a 
letter from Tuckahoe Turf Farms out of Canton, 
Massachusetts. Reportedly, the letter said the 
sale to the develepment company would go 
trougp under Chapter 61A, meaning the land 
would remain as farmland. 


If this is the case, the community can no longer 
have the first right of refusal, similar to when 
Tuckahoe Turf Farms bought the acreage 10 years 
ago.

Councilor Russo On Attack 
About New Town Treasurer 


To The Editor: 

Not too long ago, an article appeared in the 
newspapers regarding the hiring of a new 
Treasurer/Collector in Agawam. In that same arti- 
cle, Mayor Johnson is quoted as accusing me of 
making derogatory remarks in Town Hall concern- 
ing his hiring practices and that | did not know 
what | was talking about. 

Two very important facts must be brought out 
at this point. First, Mr. Johnson (a lawyer) had to 
base his accusations on heresay and assumption 
since HE WASN’T EVEN PRESENT the day | was 
in Town Hall and supposedly saying what he 
claims. Secondly, in the same article in which Mr. 
Johnson accuses me of not knowing what | was 
talking about, HE CONFIRMS EVERYTHING 
THAT | SAID. In fact, he admits to hiring an inex- 
perienced person from among experienced ap- 
plicants, and then arrogantly states that he hires 
only the most qualified people. 

So then, as a matter of information and 
clarification, | would like to explain why we do not 
need to hire an inexperienced outside person to 
fill an unnecessary position, thereby saving the 
taxpayers $60,000 to $65,000 (the approximate 
amount proposed by the Mayor for salary and 
benefits). 

Simply put, at the present time we have a depu- 
ty treasurer and a deputy collector. Both these 
ladies are very capable, with many years of ex- 
perience in their respective departments. In fact, 
they have been running their respective depart- 
ments extremely well since the retirement of our 
Treasurer/Collector. Incidentally, our former 
Treasurer/Collector comes to the office a scant 
few hours a week to sign things that only a depart- 
ment head is allowed to-sign. 

Why the present deputies weren’t made acting 
department heads that would have negated our 
paying for a part-time Treasurer/Collector is 
beyond me. Anyway, both these ladies have serv- 
ed Agawam well and deserve a promotion. By pro- 
moting them and placing them in charge of their 
respective departments, the town will save an im- 
mediate $60,000 annually by eliminating an un- 
necessary position. 

Further, the town will also gain by returning 
good morale back into the workplace and giving 
more incentive to our employees to do a better 
job. Also, by promoting from within, we maintain 
continuity and efficiency within both departments 
and keep both offices easily accessible (since 
both of these ladies are longtime Agawam 
residents). 

Bear in mind that all | have mentioned thus far 
are sound, basic business practices and not a lot 
of rhetoric. It’s that simple. 

Now, Mr. Johnson keeps talking about these 
tough economic times and is making his annual 
statements about possible layoffs and cuts in ser- 
vices. If he is so sure about his statements, why in 
heaven’s name did he hire an unnecessary person 
at an annual cost of $65,000? Worse yet, does it 
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make sense to pay a person $65,000 to do on-the- 
job training, while the people who must train that 
person aren’t even given the courtesy of an inter- 
view for the job? 

In short, Mr. Johnson is hiring—at a cost of 
$65,000—an inexperienced person to fill an un- 
necessary position. Also, he wants to hire and 
make a super department head so that he will only 
have to talk to one person instead of four or five. 
All this at the expense of the people of Agawam. 

Is it any wonder why | am sometimes critical 
about the way things are done in the Town Hall? Is 
it any wonder why the Mayor says the things he 
says, especially when he is criticized? 

erhaps he is upset because | am one of the 
few people who has been doing the job | was 
elected to do, in that | work in the best interest of 
the people of Agawam and not in his best interest.

The Lalli Family Receives 
Raw Deal From Town 


To The Editor: 

By now, many taxpayers in the CITY OF 
AGAWAM have heard about the case of a Feeding 
Hills family that was erroneously billed on their 
property taxes for six acres of land that was ac- 
tually owned by the city. " 

This error was committed in the year that the ci- 
ty had reevaluated the property in town. Everyone 
knew that their taxes would go up, so that it was 
no surprise when Frank and Janet Lalli of 82 
Joanne Circle saw their taxes increase. Like many 
folks, they gave a resigned sigh that there is no 
escaping death or taxes and forwarded the tax 
bills to the bank which, pays the taxes from the 
mortgage escrow account of the homeowner. 

When the error was found, the Lalli family was 
told that they could not receive any reimburse- 
ment because they only had a specified period of 
days in which to file for an abatement. This was 
not an abatement issue. They had no quarrel with 
the valuation of the property that they owned, but 
did not feel that they should have to be penalized 
by paying taxes on land that was owned by the ci- 
t 


y. 

Janet Lalli finally was able to secure an ap- 
pointment with Mayor Johnson. The Mayor, after 
admonishing Mrs. Lalli for not having scrutinized 
the paperwork, told her that there was nothing 
that could be done to recover the six years of over- 
payment beyond abating the ’93 tax bill. Only after 
a lengthy “discussion,” did the Mayor admit that

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there was in fact a law that would allow them to 
recover two years worth of overpayment. When 
asked how much money would be returned, Mayor 
Johnson cited the exact amount without having to 
do any calculating. He knew the exact figure.

Public Meetings On 
Town’s Future 


On May 20th and 22nd, Agawam residents will 
convene to discuss the future of Agawam. As 
many as 100 Agawam residents have been invited 
to participate in three town-wide public meetings 
which have been funded by the Executive Office 
of Communities and Development Strategic Plan- 
ning Grant Program. 

Recently, such development projects as the 
new Stop and Shop in Feeding Hills, completion 
of Phase | of Route 57, and the sale of Tuckahoe 
Turf Farm, have caused increasing concern over 
the possible changing of community character 
among some residents, while others look toward 
these projects as signs of Prosperity and pro- 
gress. The goal of the town meetings is to reach 
consensus on a vision of Agawam’s future. 

The key to the success of the meetings will be 
the degree to which open and honest dialogue is 
Promoted, and the ability to gain Participation 
from the varied interest groups in the community. 
The meetings will be run by an outside consultant 
with extensive experience in facilitating meetings 
of this nature. The consultant will use a number of 
different methods to stimulate discussion. 

In order to ensure that all groups are 
represented, an advisory committee consisting of 
representatives of the schools, church associa- 
tions, businesses, recreation, construction, civic 
organizations, the elderly, long-time and newer 
residents, and large land owners was formed. The 
committee has been meeting for four weeks and 
has identified approximately 100 residents who 
represent one or more of these categories. The 
meetings are also open to the general public, 
though pre-registration is required. 

The first meeting will be held on May 20th at 
7:00 p.m. at the Agawam Senior Center. The se: 
cond meeting (also to be held at the Senior 
Center) will be held on May 22nd from 8:30 a.m. to 
12:00 noon. Though residents are encouraged to 
attend both meetings, the program will remain 
flexible to accommodate scheduling difficulties. 

All residents who are interested in voicing their 
opinions about the future of Agawam are strongly 
encouraged to attend. Pre-registration forms are 
available at the Agawam Town Clerk’s Office and 
the Agawam Town Library. 
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Melconian Pushing For New Legislation 
On Life Insurance Policies 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) has 
announced the first successful hurdle of her 
legislation to require notification to the 
beneficiary of a life insurance policy upon com- 
pletion of the life insurance application by the 
policy holder. 

The bill, Senate 638, has been reported 
favorable by the Joint Committee on Insurance. 
Senator Meiconian has moved it to a third reading 
before the Massachusetts Senate. She expects it 
to clear Senate passage this month. 

Melconian stated, “This should be standard 
operating procedure for all holders and providers 
oF life insurance. When a person is named 
beneficiary, he or she ought to have knowledge of 
that designation and the potential responsibilities 
which might ensue when the policy takes effect.” 


Currently, no procedures exist within the in- 
surance industry to allow for the disclosure of the 
name of a life insurance beneficiary. Senator 
Melconian proposes, in addition to basic notifica- 
tion, that if the beneficiary designated has been 
changed by the policy holder, both the former and 
the new beneficiary (or beneficiaries) should be 
made aware of the change. 

Melconian initially filed the bill on behalf of her 
West Springfield constituent, Darlene Phillips. 
Melconian has publicly expressed her concern 


that children of deceased parents could, in effect, 
be faced with great financial burden should either 
they or their surviving parent be discontinued as 
the policy beneficiary without their knowledge. 
The family problems are exacerbated when any 
one of its members has relied to his or her finan- 
cial detriment on this expected future financial in- 
terest. 

Melconian stated, “‘It is difficult enough for a 
child to suffer the loss of a parent; it is all the 
more important to protect children from being left 
without financial support. We all know that 
reliance on a promise of future financial interests 
has no standing in our legal system. Nor do we 
want to create any such standing. 

“However,” she continued, “notification of 
one’s status as a beneficiary can also provide the 
opportunity for that person’s guardian to assure 
that he or she has suitable life insurance 
coverage. This legislation is necessary and long 
overdue.” } 

This proposal in no way interferes with the right 
to make a contract or vitiates contractual rights 
between insurer and insured; nor does it interfere 
with the rights of insurers to name whomever they 
choose as beneficiaries of their life insurance 
policies. It simply provides disclosure of 
designated status to beneficiaries of life in- 
surance policies. 


Neal Receives 100 Percent Approval Rating 
From Children’s Defense Fund 


Second District Congressman Richard E. Neal, 
a member of the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, received a 100% approval rating from the 
Children’s Defense Fund (CDF) for his voting 
record during the second session of the 102nd 
Congress.

Six Steps For Survival 


Many home fires happen at night, between 
11:00 p.m. and 6:00 a.m., while most of us are 
sleeping. Make sure your family can protect itself 
by knowing these six steps: 

4. Smoke detectors should be installed on each 
level of your home and outside sleeping areas. If 
you sleep with the bedroom door closed, install a 
detector in the bedroom. Smoke detectors sound 
an early warning while escape is still possible. 
Test detectors monthly and replace batteries an- 
nually. 

2. Have a home fire escape plan. Draw out your 
home on paper and mark at least two exits from 
each room. Make plans for family. members that 
may need assistance—the very young or old. If ex- 
its include windows, make sure they can be easily 
opened and if they’re high, have escape ladders 
available. Designate a place for everyone to meet 
once they get outside. ; 

3. Practice your plan. Have one practice with 


family members using their primary. exit and 
andther where the secondary way out is used. If 
necessary, make changes. Fire drills aren’t just 
for school. 2 

4. If possible, sleep with bedroom doors closed. 
In the event of a home fire they can hold back 
smoke and fire, increasing your time for escape. 

5. When awakened by your smoke detector, roll 
out of bed and craw! to your bedroom door. Test 
the door with the back of your hand, for heat. Feel 
it high, low, and touch the knob. If the door is hot, 
DO NOT open it, and use your secondary exit to 
escape. If it is cool, open it carefully and be ready 
to slam it shut if there is smoke or fire. 

6. Go to your designated meeting place. Have 
someone go to a neighbor's to call the fire depart- 
ment. Once you’re outside, you should never go 
back into a burning building. F ;

Won't Be A Scapegoat 

DePalma also attacked the politicking involved 
with the sale of the land. He said, “There is no 
way people are going to use me as a scapegoat to 
pave their way back into office. If that’s what the 
intent of all this is, then they will just have to find 
another scapegoat.” 

When asked about the town taking the land by 
eminent domain, DePalma responded, “When a 
town wishes to do this, they still have to pay fair 
market value for the land and they have to have a 
stated purpose for taking the land. It isn’t an easy 
thing to do. 

“The development company is simply going 
through this sale under Chapter 61. And because 
the developers are under contract with the cur- 
rent owners to purchase this land, the town no 
longer has the right of first refusal,” concluded 
DePalma.

The Responsibilities 

Of The Traffic Bureau 


by Detective Wayne Macey 
Agawam Police Department 


One of the most difficult jobs on any police 
department today is that of the traffic control of- 
ficer. Much more than simply writing traffic viola- 
tions, each member of the traffic bureau is 
responsible for the maintenance of safety and 
order on our public roadways. Whether in- 
vestigating a hit and run accident, manning a 
radar detail, or keeping a watchful eye on our 
school buses, their vigilance is constant ... seven 
days a week, 24 hours a day. 

Usually first on the scene of any motor vehicle 
accident, they concern themselves first with 
securing the scene to prevent further injury or in- 
volvement, and secondly to tend to the needs of 
those already hurt. Once this is accomplished, 
measurements and photographs are carefully 
recorded in order to accurately reconstruct the 
last few seconds prior to impact. 

These facts will be of paramount importance to 
those who have suffered loss due to injury or pro- 
perty damage. Court cases will be won or lost on 
the strength and detail of the traffic officer's 
report. Again, the main concern is for the rights of 
the victim. ves 

The issuing of traffic violations (which is pro- 
bably the most thankless job in the police depart- 
ment) is a necessity if we are to be safe on the 
highways. The public will, from time to time, 
employ the old double-standard way of thinking; 
that is, others deserve tickets, but certainly not 
me. 

In order to maintain consistency, the traffic of- 
ficer must establish standards and, as close as 
possible (within reason), stick to them. A difficult 
task indeed. Violations or tickets are looked upon 
by many as a necessary evil, and our traffic of- 
ficers are to be congratulated for perpetuating a 
sense of what will and won't be tolerated on our 
highways. 

eaching our young children the proper bus 
evacuation techniques (as well as other safety 
measures) is yet another task for the traffic of- 
ficer. Much time is spent and effort exerted in 
making sure the kids are well-prepared for their 
trips to and from school. 

Although their job receives little recognition 
and is doomed to remain unsung, Agawam’s traf- 
fic officers continue to make their presence felt in 
«the form of a safer, more accident-free communi- 
ty.

Post Mothers’ Day 
Reflections 


Having just observed Mothers’ Day with a visit 
to my mother in Worcester, | again realized that 
it’s not easy to let go of our mothers. My wife and! 
had already realized this the hard way with the un- 
timely death of her mother a number of years ago. 


| still miss my ‘second Mom” who, like my 
mother, was one of my biggest boosters. | know 
Hallie misses her mother more than she can say. 
It’s not easy to live life without your Mom, and it’s 
not easy thinking about losing her, or having 
already lost her. 


This is true also for those whose experience of 
mother was far different than what we’ve ex- 
perienced, whose feelings this past Mothers’ Day 
were mixed with sadness, bitterness, or anger. 
Some of us experienced Mother as harsh and 
demanding, never satisfied with our ac- 
complishments, quick to lash out in anger or 
punishment. 


We may have found Mom to be a major source 
of hurt and pain in our lives, and feel as if we have 
been deeply damaged by our relationship with 
her. For these persons, it becomes hard to let go 
of Mother for different reasons: bitterness and 
resentment towards Mom may have become a 
general life pattern into adulthood, a habit of 
negative behavior towards mother and towards 
others that is hard to break, to let go of. 


Whatever our relationship with mother, it’s-an 
essential aspect of human development that 
children must move on from their primary depen- 
dance upon mother and transfer that to others: 
they. must move away from mother’s’side out into 
the world. Even those who blame their parents for 
the pain which came from their childhood must 
somehow move forward, away from the pattern of 
pegative emotional dependency upon Mom or 

ad. 


This a painful process both for children, and for 
their mothers, who bear children only to see them 
grow up, move out, and eventually, move away 
from mother’s primary influence. Painful as it is, 
how do we best accomplish this critical task in 
our ongoing development, letting go of our 
mothers (and fathers) so that we can grow up? 


Happy 21st 
Birthday, 
Ellie! 
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From beginning to end, the Scriptures remind 
us that, as believers in Christ, it is God who is our 
everlasting Father who will, at times ina motherly 
fashion, nurture us, provide for us, protect us, 
teach us, pull for us, and see us through this life 
and into the life to come with Him. Speaking of 
Jesus Christ, John says, “to all who received im, 
who believed in His name, He gave the right to 
become children of God” (John 1:12). 

Peter asserts that Christians have been born 
anew, not of our human fathers and mothers, but 
of imperishable, through the living and abiding 
word of God, the good news preached to us (1 
Peter 1:23). And so, like children who naturally 
look to their parents from whom they came in 
order to grow up to adulthood, so we must now 
turn to our Heavenly Father from whom we have 
come in order to grow up to salvation. 

Having found this relationship with God as our 
Father, adult children are now free to release their 
mothers and fathers from being God for them. As 
children there is an understandable “parent wor- 
ship,” the sense that Mom and Dad should always 
provide for us, protect us, comfort us, assure us, 
and direct our steps. 

Adults, however, must find this provision, pro- 
tection, comfort, assurance, and direction 
primarily from God, who promises never to fail or 
forsake us, and who, unlike our parents, always 
fulfills His promises. This helps us to deal with 
the fact of our parents growing older, and even- 
tually dying: if we look to God as our true parent, 
then we are free to develop a less dependent rela- 
tionship with Mom or Dad, and are better prepared 
for the day when they will leave us. 

And for those who have found their mothers 
and fathers to be sources of bitterness and pain, 
turning to God as parent helps us to deal with the 
fact of our parents’ imperfection: they were not 
God, and were only intended to serve as tem- 
porary parents, reflecting God as parent, some of 
them doing so “in a glass darkly.” 

We are now freed to recognize our mothers and 
fathers as children of the Father, too, and are 
helped in accepting them for who they were, and 
not for who they weren't, knowing that only God 
can ultimately provide for the needs which they 
could not. Out of our disappointment with them 
we have the opportunity to find ultimate satisfac- 
tion in God. 

As the Apostle Philip once said to Jesus, “Lord, 
show us the Father, and we shall be satisfied,” to 
which Jesus responded, “anyone who has seen 
me has seen the Father’ (John 14:8-9). 

So in these days after Mothers’ Day, | en- 
courage all of us as‘children of human mothers 
and fathers to turn to God for the needs which we 
now no longer receive from mother, or which we 
never did, and to release our parents from any 
judgement we have made of them. 

God stands ready to feed us, to comfort us, to 
teach us, to encourage us, to give us that Word 
that will help us to grow up to salvation, and to 
forgive us and our parents who have obviously 
failed to be perfect, but who are nonetheless reci- 
pients of His love in Jesus Christ.

10 Mistakes Made 
By Small Businesses 


Small business owners can expect to make 
many mistakes as they guide their fledgling 
businesses along, but some of those mistakes 
could result in disaster. 

Many of those failures can be traced to some 
common mistakes that could have been avoided 
with proper planning. 

Although small businesses fail for a variety of 
reasons, here are some of the most typical 
mistakes made by entrepreneurs: 

© Getting into the wrong business. This sounds 
so simple, but it is often overlooked. A business 
may sound interesting or fun, but an owner must 
know something—preferably, a lot—about the 
business. Make business decisions on vendors, 
inventories, taxes, and employees takes some ex- 
perience or professional help.

© Starting out undercapitalized. Most small 
businesses don’t make a profit immediately—so 
the new business owner must be able to draw on 
other resources until money begins flowing into 
the business.

The owner should 
be willing to spend 60 to 80 hours a week 
cultivating the business and wearing a variety of 
hats, including accountant, laborer, Payroll clerk, 
employee benefit expert, and others. 

° Failing to have a plan. Every business, no mat- 
ter how small, needs a business plan covering 
everything from payroll and the target market to 
benefits and employees. The plan is needed 
before a bank will provide financing, and it is 
needed to keep a business on course. Again, visit 
local smal! business development centers or the 
local office of S.C.O.R.E. (Service Corps of Retired 
Executives). Both are programs offered by the U.S. 
Small Business Administration. 

° Location. The three rules of real estate are 
location, location, location. Small business 
owners must not only find a good, visible location, 
but also must find one that suits their business. 

° Expanding too fast. All businesses want to 
grow, but small businesses must expand careful- 
ly, making sure sales justify the expense of ex- 
Ppanding. 2 

e Employee turnover. Most successful busi- 
nesses attribute a good part of their success to 
their employees. Owners must nufture a good 
working environment. 

Poor service. This is a mistake made by both 
large and small businesses. But small businesses 
must take special note and care in fostering good 
customer relations. 

Relying on one or two major clients. Landing a 
large client is undoubtedly good for business, but 
all businesses need a solid client base.

Budgeting For Your Buy: 
Tips For The New Home Buyer 


With the warmer months of spring and summer 
quickly approaching, the thoughts of many cabin- 
fevered Americans turn to the dream of home 
ownership. Researched properly, this purchase 
can be the most joyful investment you ever make. 

Although most of us are familiar with basic 
financing and the necessary down payment, there 
are many less publicized costs involved in buying 
a home.

Real Estate Taxes—Taxes can normally be ob- 
tained from your real estate agent. Anticipate a 
five to eight percent increase each year. 
Payments are generally either made twice a year 
or integrated into your monthly, mortgage pay- 
ment to your lender. 

Legal Fees—Again, these vary upon the lawyer 
you choose. Consider someone who is well- 
versed in real estate law and ask friends and fami- 
ly members for recommendations.

Remember, 
saving for these costs early in the hunting pro- 
cess is a lot better than being surprised when it 
comes time to apply for a mortgage: 

Mortgage Application Fees—You can check 
these costs by calling several lending institutions 
and comparision shopping. When applying, 
remember these fees are usually non-refundable. 
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Also, see if a mortgage insurance policy is 
necessary and what it costs. 


Points—The most common method used to 
calculate a fee for a mortgage, points vary with 
mortgage programs, lenders, and interest rates 
charged. One point is equal to one percent of the 
total mortgage loan amount. They are due to the 
mortgage lender at closing. Fees generally range 
from zero to three points. By paying more poinis, 
you often get a better mortgage rate. Contact 
enere for their current rate and/or point struc- 
ure. 


Inspections—It has become standard practice 
to have any home you are considering checked for 
construction stability and needed repairs. Depen- 
ding on the company, inspection costs range from 
$125 to $300. Request a written report from 
whomever you select. Your agent can usually pro- 
vide you with a list of companies to choose from. 

Mortgage Insurance—Costs vary; check with 
your lender. Private mortgage insurance can be 
avoided, however, if the buyer can afford a 
20-percent down payment. 


Homeowners Insurance—Prices depend on the 
value and location of the home and size of the lot. 
Comparison shop and find an insurance agent 
you trust. If you have any family heirlooms or ex- 
pensive jewelry, an additional rider policy should 
be purchased. 


Title Fees—These range from title search to ti- 
tle insurance, and costs vary; ask your mortgage 
lender or attorney.

—Dave 

The premise is just this side of totally absurd; 
the characters so good and so bad with so few in 
between that predictability is inevitable. But, 
none of that stops Dave from being one great film. 

Kevin Kline stars in the title role as Dave Kovic, 
a comedic personality whose initial screen ap- 
pearance has his impersonation of the President 
of the United States catching the eye of secret 
service types who are always looking for 
presidential doubles to stand in for the “first 
man” in dangerous situations. 

Dave runs an employment agency with more 
heart than profit, and spends a lot of time conning 
friends and associates into hiring the down-on- 
their-luck women who need jobs. 

Needless to say, Dave gets picked for a White 
House job—a one-night stand that turns into a 
five-month stint in the Oval Office when the real 
President (also played by Kline) has a severe 
stroke. 

With the President on life support in the White 
House basement, and power-hungry presidential 
chief of staff Bob Alexander (Frank Langella) and 
his aide Alan Reed (Kevin Dunn) plotting 
Machiavellian deeds to control the country, it 
looks a lot like America’s in trouble. 

The whole idea is to engineer Alexander's as- 
cent to the presidency by making the V.P. (Ben 
Kingsley) disappear on a goodwill trip to Africa 
just long enough to be set up in a financial scan- 
dal at home. 

And then there’s Sigourney Weaver as the First 
Lady, a woman whose few and far between ap- 

earances with her influencial husband are just a 
acade. They live in separate wings at 1600 Penn- 
sylvania Avenue. 

But she’s the first to notice subtle changes in

her “husband,” beginning with a limo trip during 
which the Pres notices her legs. And on a fact- 
finding trip to a homeless shelter, she sees a sen- 
timental, sensitive caring side that she knows her 
comatose husband never had. 

As Dave brings new life and fresh innonence to 
the presidency, he changes all the rules of that 
game, to the consternation of the puppeteers at- 
tempting to control him. 

Dave is a ‘political satire that takes a wild, 
wacky, funny, and marvelous look at government 
action—and inaction—wrapped around a love 
story with heart. 

Directed by Ivan Reitman of Ghostbusters and 
Twins fame, Dave is destined to be another 
goldmine for its producers and for the audiences 
who are destined to keep this one alive for some 
time to come. This “Dave” gets the Presidential 
and Good Houskeeping Seals of Approval. 


—This Boy’s Life 

This Boy’s Life has a plus: Robet DeNiro in a role 
he plays so well that you forget he’s DeNiro. Un- 
fortunately, for the first two-thirds of the film 
that’s all it has. 

It’s a 1950’s-1960’s setting peopled with a drif- 
ting mom (Ellen Barkin), her wayward, rebellious 
son, and the man who enters their life, seemingly 
the answer to a prayer—a dream who evolves into 
a nightmare, though not of the Freddy Krueger 
variety. In some ways, he is worse. 

In her efforts to be the perfect wife, Barkin 
won’t make waves, but her son does. And dad 
uses his own brand of discipline to make the kid 
stay in line. That discipline ranges from public 
humiliation to mild embarrassment, and this 
degenerates into beatings ... all proffered in the 
name of “bringing the boy up right.” 


DeNiro is horrifyingly real, as real as Barkin is 
infuriating in her docile acceptence of this new 
and better married life. 

It is not until the climactic rebellion that the 
film achieves its own life; until that moment 
(despite the acting), what we have is a portrait of 
bleak lives and futile searches for an elusive thing 
called happiness. 

It's a film that’s brilliantly produced and acted, 
since the viewer cannot help but live the lives of 
its players. But it is dark, depressing, and rambles 
on a bit too long before making its point. And it is 
not a movie to see if you have already had a bad 

ay. 

On the must-see list (and hopefully still playing 
on a big screen near you): 

—The Sandlot: A baseball film about an un- 
conventional backyard ballteam and their en- 
counter with the mysterious junkyard “beast” 
who gobbles up baseballs as fast as the team can 
hit them over the fence. It’s a kid’s film for all 
ages, with a strong lesson on life, friendship, 
courage, initiative, and tolerance. 

—Indecent Proposal: A bizarre proposition tests 
the love of a married couple and triggers.an unex- 
pected love story when a millionaire offers the 
struggling couple a milion dollars to sleep with 
the missus. Robert Redford has never loked so 
good; ditto for Demi Moore. 

—Benny & Joon: An odd little film with charm. 
An eccentric cast from other eccentric movies 
teams for an ensemble performance about the 
coming of age and falling in love between a 
dyslexic and a mentally ill young woman. Many 
messages in a quirky, intriguing plot, but perhaps 
not everyone’s cup of tea.

_ The first hilarious installment in this week’s ar- 
ticle is Airplane, a parody of the Airport disaster 
films of the 1970’s. In this outrageous film, we see 
the presence of such comedic actors as Robert 
Hays and Leslie Nielsen. 

Much of the film’s humor comes from. the 
outlandish situations that the less-than- 
intelligent characters are thrown into. Their reac- 
tions to potentially dangerous situations serve as 
the tool used to achieve the film’s many laughs. 

Also worth noting about Airplane is the script. 
The dialogue of the film—in conjunction with the 
physical sight gags—ultimately prove to be the 
winning combination that gets the most laughs 
throughout the film. 

Both the incompetence of the pilots and the ig- 
norance of the passengers and airport personnel 





allow the viewer to naturally expect the worst, 


from any given situation. Such an example would 
be when, in mid-flight, the crew of the aircraft 
realize that they are in great danger. Instead of 
panicking (which would be the normal reaction to 
such a situation), they merely ignore the problem 
as if it were nothing worse than the plane’s bad 
coffee! 

Airplane can be considered one of the most 
humorous films of the modern-day comedy genre. 
Many of the minds that would eventually bring us 
The Naked Gun films collaborated on Airplane. 

The irony is that the only thing that this film has 
in common with the Airport films it.parodies, is 
that both will cause you to think twice before buy- 
ing plane tickets! 3 STARS. (Mature audiences.)

The morons you loved to laugh at in Airplane are 
back in Airplane II—The Sequel. This film, although 
slightly inferior to Airplane, delivers all the laughs 
you’d expect. 

The film does not differ much from the original 
in that it follows the same ill-fated characters in 
their hopeless endeavors to do something right. 
The returning actors add further appeal to Airplace

The problem with this film is that it seems that 
its makers put all of the funniest moments into 
the beginning and the middle of the picture, and 
(unfortunately) left the end less funny.

A Look Back 


| recently bought a little book in a secondhand 
bookstore called The Cookbook of Left-Overs by 
Helen Carroll Clarke and Phoebe Deyo Rulon, 
published by Harper & Brothers in 1911. It is an in- 
teresting look at cooking and life 82 years ago, 
with the surprise bonus of several handwritten 
recipes included. 

In the 10 years prior to 1911, some nine million 
immigrants entered the country, most of whom 
were forced to work six or seven 12-hour days, for 
a weekly salary that might be in the neighborhood 
of $12.50, and who existed in miserable poverty. 
At the other extreme were approximately 4,000 
millionnaires in the United States who lived in in- 
credible, excessive luxury. 

In the middle were the majority of the popula- 
tion; this little cookbook is a product of that sec- 
tor, who placed much stock in the family and 
home-oriented activities. But even in 1911, the 
beginnings of the redefinition of the American 
family were taking root. Breaking out of the staid 
role of wife, mother, and homemaker, women 
were just beginning to take their place outside the 
home, primarily in clerical roles, leaving behind 
their aprons for typewriters. Women were edging 
toward a transition that was to have a far-reaching 
change on the nature of our society. 

In all of the following recipes, please note that 
measurements are based on levelled (with a 
knife), not heaping, amounts. In none of the 
recipes were temperatures noted in baking in- 
structions. In these cases, | have added instruc- 
tions appropriate for modern appliances in paren- 


theses. 
BREAD PUDDING 


3 eggs 

2 cups bread-crumbs 

¥2 teaspoonful cinnamon 
Ye cup raisins 

2 tablespoonfuls butter 

1 quart milk 
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Ye teaspoonful salt 
Little nutmeg ; ; 

Scald (heat almost to boiling point) milk. Add 
butter and bread-crumbs. Beat eggs light and add 
with salt and spice to bread mixture. Bake lightly 
in moderate oven (325F) about an hour. To be serv- 
ed warm with hard sauce or lemon sauce (below). 

LEMON SAUCE 
Y2 pint (1 cup) sugar 
Ys cup butter 


egg 
Sales of half a lemon 
3 tablespoons boiling water ’ 

Cream butter and sugar well, add egg, beaten 
very light, and lemon#juice. Beat all together 
thoroughly and add the boiling water,,a tables- 
poon at a time. 

Restaurants existed, although in 1911 they 
were not as commonly visited as today. A dinner 
menu might consist, as one did in a restaurant in 
Kansas, of Navy Bean Soup (20 cents), Roast Beef 
(15 cents), a vegetable (5 or 10 cents), dessert (15 
cents for the most expensive choice), and a 
beverage (5 cents), bringing the cost per person 
for dinner to 65 cents. 

Price of meat varied from 7 cents per pound for 
a spring chicken to 10 cents per pound for beef, 
turkey, or veal. Roosters were sold at 15 cents 
Bach goose for 5 cents per pound. Fresh produce 
tanged from 35 cents for a bushel of potatoes to 
12 cents for a dozen eggs. If you were of a mind to 
purchase canned green turtle meat, it would cost 
$2.75. One hundred pounds of sugar was worth 


$5.80. 
CORN BREAD 

1 cup corn meal (scant) 
Y2 cup flour 
1 egg, well beaten 
1 cup thick sour milk (1 cup milk plus 1 teaspoon 
lemon juice) 
¥Y2 teaspoonful soda 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1 tablespoon melted beef dripping or chicken fat 
Y2 teaspoonful salt 

Dissolve soda in hot water”, put with sour milk. 
Sift and mix dry materials; add egg, milk, and 
shortening. Bake (at 425F) in muffin-tins half an 
hour. A little sour cream, if at hand, may be 
substituted for some of milk. In that case, omit 
shortening. 

* Use not more than 1 tablespoon. 


In the year 1911, William Howard Taft was the 
President of the United States, presiding over an 
economy where one could purchase a man’s fan- 
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cy suit for $9, carpeting went for 12 cents a yard, 
and wallpaper sold for 5 cents a roll. Marie Curie 
won the Nobel Prize in Chemistry. Harry 
Reasoner, Ginger Rogers, and Vincent Price were 
all born in this year. The first transcontinental 
airplane flight from New York to Pasadena occur- 
red, although it took 82 hours over the course of 
19 days to complete the trip. 

Mechanized processing of foods for safer, 
mass production was not far away. The first 
cafeterias came into being at about this time in 
the larger urban areas, one of the first of which 
was a huge success in Los Angeles. 


WELCH RAREBIT 

1 tablespoon butter 
% cup cream 
2 cup cheese, broken in small pieces (Cheddar) 
¥2 tablespoonful lemon-juice 
2 teaspoonful Worcestersire sauce 
1 egg, silgptly beaten with 1 tablespoon of water 
1/8 teaspoonful mustard 
% teaspoonful celery salt 
Toasted bread or crisp crackers 
Dash of cayenne 

Melt butter in double boiler, add cheese and 
cream, and while this is melting, stir in mustard, 
celery salt, and cayenne previously mixed 
together. When the cheese mixture has begun to 
thicken and look creamy, carefully stir in the egg. 
Just before taking up (removing from heat), add 
lemon-juice and Worcestershire. Serve at once on 
toast or crackers. Avoid overcooking, or the 
cheese will become stringy. 


In 1911, if you were wealthy, you could hire your 
own live-in French chef to prepare gourmet meals 
on a daily basis, at a mere $5,000 per year. An 
assistant chef could be hired at about $1,200. 
Combined salaries for an entire staff of 
household help, including the two chefs, could be 
funded for $23,800 for a year. 

It would be decades before cholesterol and 
saturated fat became household words, and |! 
wonder what the cooks of 1911 would think of fast 
food, microwave ovens, and frozen meals. Food 
for thought.

That’s why I’m not here to preach, only to ask you 
to be aware of what you are doing,’ he com- 
mented.

Fitness First Promotes

In the opening statement, Mrs. Cohen explain- 
ed, “The GROUP (as they refer to themselves) is 
comprised of students who wish to get in touch 
with themselves, to learn more about themselves, 
and to be better able to cope with everyday life. 
Through talking to each other during weekly 
meetings, the participants gain emotional and 
social growth.” 

One student said, ‘The GROUP is made up of 
people who need help in anything. It is a safe 
place to talk about things. It gives a lot of emo- 
tional support.” 

Another said, “The GROUP has helped me 
through so much stuff. It is confidential. Nobody 
knows about it except the people in it. You can 
trust everybody. You can say anything. It is not 
judgemental. You learn you are not alone, and you 
also get suggestions from other students.” 

Yet a third student told us, “We have become a 
community, sharing and ge Once you 
are in GROUP, everyone becomes friends and 
helps each other. Just to be able to laugh about 
things is good. Our motto is ‘when something 
becomes mentionable, it is manageable.’ ” 

Dealing With Self-Esteem, Denial, And Loss 

The publication has been talked about for a 
long time. Some of the thoughts compiled were 
group efforts after talking about self-esteem, 
denial, and loss. Some of the messages are 
directed at people close to the student-author, 
such as one piece entitled “Listen.” 

Many feelings and relationships are highlighted 
throughout. A list of characteristics for a relation- 
ship is included to ponder and add to. ‘‘Things I’ve 
Learned’ is a written result of shared and 
enlightening information the GROUP has learned 
over this year. 

One of the students is going to print up the 
booklet in his graphic arts class, and it will be 
available through the Guidance Office with Mrs. 
Cohen soon. 

A quote from Oliver Wendell Holmes ap- 
propriately begins the students’ works: ‘‘What lies 
behind us and what lies ahead of us is of little impor- 
tance compared to what lies within us.’’

Childhood Program two Abovo personal com- 
municating devices, a remote display unit, and a 
PC wedge for the nonverbal students who rely on 
facilitated communications. At present, eight 
students in the program share the above- 
mentioned equipment. 

The personal communicators allow the children 
to type their communication desires, share infor- 
mation, and socialize with peers. At the conclu- 
sion of the day, the teacher prints what was said 
by whom and records it in their files for ongoing 
reference. 

The PC wedge allows for the downloading of all 
information onto a computer. The remote display 
unit is designed to allow communicated informa- 
tion to be shared with others in the classroom 
(peers, teachers, assistants, and specialists) when 
they cannot be with the student directly. 

According to Joyce Rheaume and Linda Morassi, 
Early Childhood specialists at James Clark School, 
“These donated devices are a wonderful stepping 
stone for the many miles these children have to 
travel on the road to total inclusion within the 
mainstream of regular education in Agawam. 

“The children will next be working to develop in- 
dependent computer use for personal communica- 
tion as well as educational purposes.” 

They added, “We have experienced thrilling 
moments communicating with our students, 
parents hearing their children express desires, 
share information and reveal their intelligence, and 
students having the means to communicate with 
their peers.” 

According to Joyce and Linda, not only have they 
discovered high intellectual levels of functioning, 
but they’ve also encountered warm, compas- 
sionate expressions of emotion that heretofore 
were not thought possible. 

“We, as their early intervention specialists,” they 
continued, ‘feel as though we are pioneers on the 
road to many wonderful experiences with these 
phenomenal children. We are all working—parents, 
teachers, specialists, and the students themselves 
—to pave the way for their educational success in 
the future. 

“The assistance of the donated equipment from 
the Agawam Lions Club is a terrific beginning,” 
stated Joyce and Linda. ‘We would like to take this 
opportunity to acknowledge and thank all who sup- 
ported our request so generously.

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AHS Remains 
Undefeated On 
Links At 11-0

The Agawam High School golf team continues 
to motor through all of their Western Massa- 
chusetts competition, as they went to the head of 
the class in their first match of the season and 
they haven’t been toppled from the ranks of the 
unbeaten yet. 

Tuesday's win (at Oak Ridge Country Club in 
Feeding Hills) over Minnichaug Regional sent the 
kids to an 11-0 record, but their focus is on winn- 
ing Western Mass. They set the goal in training 
camp and they don’t intend to waver from it. 

Against Minnechaug, Agawam’s top two 
golfers came off the course trailing 52-2, but the 
next four kids scored 10 points between them and 
the Brownies won it easily, 10%2-7%. Ryan Harlin 
shot the day’s best score for Agawam with a 41. 

The match demonstrates the depth that 
Agawam has displayed all season. Brian Borecki 
plays at number one for the team, and the re- 
mainder of the squad oscillates between the se- 
cond and sixth spot (depending on who is confi- 
dent and who is hot). 

Agawam has had a 10-1 record in match play at 
the number five and at the number six slot all 
season, which has helped the wins pile up for the 
Brownies. 

On Monday afternoon, the team travelled to 
Hickory Ridge for a match with Amherst, and 
behind a 38 from Brian Borecki, a°40 from Corey 
Chiancola, and a 38 from Harlin, the group picked 
up their 10th straight victory. 

Last week at Twin Hills Country Club, Agawam 
put on a very impressive show as the six golfers 
fired scores of 36-37-38-39-40 and 46 as they drop- 
ped the Longmeadow High Lancers 122-512. 

That was the ninth victory of the unbeaten cam- 
paign, and that was the magic number for the 
team to qualify for the Western Mass playoffs. 
Each squad has to win 60 percent of its matches 
in order to gain a post-season berth. 

The matches ahead will be competitive as the 
Brownies will finish at Ludlow (Westover Country 
Club), at East Longmeadow (Elmcrest), and finish 
with Longmeadow and Chicopee. 

The Ludlow Lions fell 10-9 in a tiebreaker to 
Agawam in a rare match at St. Anne’s Country 
Club, and that could be a tough battle. The final 
match against Chicopee should also be a tester, 
due to the fact that the Pacers have absorbed just 
one loss this season and that was against the 
Brownies early in the year.

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AHS Baseball Victorious Over Longmeadow

In a game that took nearly 27 hours to come to 
its exciting conclusion, the Agawam High 
Brownies outlasted Longmeadow 13-12 as Brian 
Colby’s RBI infield single finally ended the 
marathon last Thursday night. 

The game was originally scheduled for Wednes- 
day afternoon and the game got underway 
beneath threatening skies.

As _ Eric 
Mastroianni strode to the plate for his at-bat, the 
umpires suspended play and the game resumed 
on Thursday afternoon. 

The Brownies plated Wooley as Jeff Henderson 
came through with a clutch two out single to trim 
the lead to 2-1. 

A Day For Comebacks 

Colby retired the Lancers in order in the second 
and the Agawam kids came right back to take the 
lead. It would be a day for comebacks. Colby 
helped himself by drawing a free pass leading off. 
Jay Votzakis used some of his tailback speed to 
beat out a little squibber between third and the 
mound. 

With the third baseman sprinting in to make the 
play, Colby took full advantage by rounding! the 
bag at second and heading for third. Tavie 
Johnson tied the game by hitting a sacrifice fly to 
right and Chris Demastrie gave the home team the 
lead with a well-placed single into left center. 

The Brownies couldn't stand prosperity as 
Longmeadow tacked up four runs in the third and 
two more in the fourth. They roared to an 8-3 lead 
in the process. 

Agawam (6-5) might have quit on itself after the 
onslaught. The team had dropped four of its last 
six and had been easily outgunned by South 
Hadley on Tuesday afternoon. But Demastrie got 
hit by a pitch leading the home half of the fourth 
and Agawam sounded attack and started to battle 
back hard. 

Wooley reached on a swinging bunt and Jon 
Jacobsen slapped an opposite field single to left 
to plate Demastrie. An error by the leftfielder put 
Wooley over at third and Jacobsen streaked down 
to second. Mastroianni followed with a walk to 
load the bases and Joe Gaylor drew a bases load- 
ed free pass for the fifth run.

Colby popped out for the first out. But Votzakis 
got the Brownies within one run as he bounced in- 
to a fielder’s choice. Jeff Campbell pinch hit for 
the Brownies and rolled out to first to end the inn- 
ing. The Brownies trailed it 8-7. 

Two singles, a walk, and an RBI groundout put 
Longmeadow back up by two runs (9-7) in the fifth 
The Brownies had another answer. This time, they 
kept themselves at the batrack long enough to 
take an 11-9 lead. 


John O’Brien got them started by lining a 
basehit to center. Wooley (three hits) rammed one 
into left and Jacobsen followed with a check- 
swing blooper.to left that loaded the bases. 

Mastroianni looped one into right which scored 
O’Brien and Wooley and the score was tied. 
Gaylor bounced to first moving both runners into 
scoring position. Henderson's groundout to first 
plated Jacobsen and a balk chased Mastroianni 
across to give the Brownies the two run lead. 

Longmeadow closed to within one in the sixth 
on a double, an errant pickoff by Colby, and a 
sacrifice fly to close the margin to 11-10. After a 
walk, Coach Lou Conte chose Wooley to come on 
in relief and he benefitted immediately when 
Campbell made a sensational, diving catch in 
right-center which kept the tying run from scoring. 

Agawam got nothing done in the sixth and it 
took the field in the seventh looky to close out 
the long ballgame. That wouldn’t be the way it 
worked out. 

A single, a sacrifice bunt, and a blooper into 
right tied the ballgame and_a subsequent stolen 
base and throwing error by Brian Klinakis had the 

o-ahead run on third with one out. The next hitter 
‘fouled out to Gaylor at first and somehow the 
Brownies got the Longmeadow runner hung up 
between third and home. Unable to capitalize on 
the poor baserunning, the Brownies botched the 
rundown and the runner scored giving the 
Lancer’s the lead back at 12-11. 
Brownies Get It Done 

The never-say-die Brownies had one more 
chance and they got it done with their tableset- 
ters. Wooley singled hard to center and Jacobsen 
drew a free pass. Mastroianni attempted to 
sacrifice and he got his job done so well that he 
stood on first safely as his bunt rolled past the 
charging thirdbaseman. The sacks were full with 
nobody out. 

Gaylor (the Brownie’s biggest power threat) 
came to the plate and the Lancer coaching staff 
brought the infield all the way in. If Joe could rap 
one between the fielders, the tying and winning 
tuns would score easily. Instead, Joe hit it sharply 
on one hard hop to the second baseman who 
threw home and forced the speedy Wooley. 

Chris Wilkie came to the plate leaking to get 
the equalizer and he got the job done. It didn’t 
come without a little suspense. Wilkie lofted a 
flyball to medium deep leftfield and Jacobsen tag- 
ged up at third. The left-fielder unloaded a throw 
that beat the Agawam freshman by 15 feet, but 
the catcher didn’t handle the bounce.

The Brownies 
continued to score as Angelini bounced to third 
scoring Stone. Mason kept it going by taking a 
walk and then she stole all three bases ahead of 
her, including a gorgeous delayed steal of home. 

Bousquet walked and Conklin found a good 
spot for an infield single. Trudel’s bloop single to 
right and another throwing error resulting from a 
Rapa ground ball made the score 9-1. The inning 
ended when Rapa was ruled out for indecisive 
baserunning. 

A recap of the eight run inning reads like this: 
two singles (a bloop and a bleeder); one sturdy 
double; three walks; five stolen bases; two wild 
pitches; one hit by pitch; and four errors.

One-hundred 
and twenty-three thousand sandbaas were filled 
and placed in strategic areas to prevent flooding 
of the town. 

The first thing we heard upon arriving was that 
the browns were late because of the weather. 
How true was that remark! We trolled for four 
days (covering 20 miles per day) and caught a 
total of six fish—three small steelheads and three 
small browns. 

Upon arriving home Sunday night, | called 
Angie Borgatti and asked if he wanted to go 
fishing on Monday. He finally consented after his 
wife graciously agreed that her business could be 
put off one gay. 

We hit Garfield in search of perch and horn 
pout. The horn pout start hitting in the spring 
when the apple blossoms are in full bloom. 

We caught our share of perch and pout. In fact, 
Angie caught enough to total four shares to my 
one. The only satisfaction | had was that he had to 
clean and pack every one of the fish for the 
freezer. My day will come. :

Angie observed the state stocking trout in the 
Westfield River in Russell last week. Most of the 
rivers, ponds, and lakes have been stocked as of 
this writing. 

We are led to believe that most of the sport- 
smen are for reducing the creel limit on trout 
throughout the state. 

The response that | am getting is about 50-50, 
one way or the other. The biggest and largest beef 
is that the state is against ... and as far as I’m con- 
cerned it will always be, ‘til another fish biologist 
is hired with a different outlook of closing the 
trout fishing March 15th each year and opening it 
again in the middle of April (or on a date in that 
time frame that will coincide with optimum 
fishing conditions). * 

The department lost half-a-million dollars in 
fishing sales last year while other states increas- 


ed their sales. Reducing the creel limit could | 


result in a few years of a larger loss revenue.
